SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., March 26.— 


The thirty days' notice of the condem- 
nation ot' Chinatown expired yesterday, 
but |thc Board of Health ha* aa yet 
taken no action with regard to China- 
town. As far as can be learned the 
Board has no other power than to cause 
the enforcement of the existing laws 
regarding nuisances and over-crowd- 
ing. The lawn and ordinances relating 
to the former bear more heavily upon 
the property-owners than upon the oc- 
pants of the buildings, and were they 
enforced strictly, the Caucasian proper- 
ty-owners oi Chinatown would suffer 
more than the Mongolian tenantry of 
the condemned buildings. It is hardly 
possible, it is stated, (to make many ar- 
rest* ;ou account of the violations of 
tke law, as there is no place in which 
the prisoners can be kept. The jails 
are filled to overflowing already. The 
fact has been brought to the notice of 
the Board of Supervisors and the Board 
of Polioe Commissioners, but as yet_no 
action has been taken towards providing 
quarters for the detention of prisoners, 
who would be arrested in scores should 
the cubic acre ordinance and other laws 
be enforced. 


A HOME OP HISTORIC INTEREST. 


Peorta Journal. 


The telegraph ha* already chronicled 


the destruction by fire of the residence 
of Col. Clark E. Carr, in Galesbnrg. 
The house was one of the finest in Cen- 
,tral Illinois. Apart from its value, it 
had almost a historic interest. It was 
built by Dr. Lyman Beecher, at the 
time he was pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church in that city. The plans 
were drawn by Harriet Beecher Stowe 
herself, after 
suggestions made by 


Henry Ward Beecher. It was intended 
to make it a sort of Beecher headquar- 
ters. It was unlike any house we ever 
taw, being a ;large rambling structure, 
full of nook i and surprise*. Every 
member of the family had a separate 
room named after him, and which they 
ooenpied when they name to the house. 
They were named respectively, Henry's 
room, Harriet's room, Catherine's room. 
and so on. The home waa valued at 
112,000, but it could not bo rebuilt for 
that. Col. Carr was away from home 
when the fire occurred, and knew noth- 
ing of it until he alighted at the de- 
pot.
